Familiar Figure’ Passes 
Away. 


It is with the utmost regret 
that wa hays to chronicle the 
death of My. James Douglas. Lo~ 
wan, which took pisces at the 
Cos mopvlitan Dock quartars thia 
morning, after an illogss of con- 
siderable doration. By his 
demise, one of the Colony’s most 
familiar figures is removed, and 
amongst the older resideat in. 
particular there will be wite- 
spread regret that = genial per 
sonatity has passed away. 

The Iate Mr. Logan, who, wa 
believe, was a castive of 
Milngavie, Scotland, had long 
resided in the Colony.

A keen Scots 
man, he took the liveliest in- 
terest in the Sr. Andrew's 
Society -and in all affurs 
arranged by that organisa- 
tion, especially in the * Heather 
Days” and faire held during the . 
war. In his more active days, 
and even when well aivanesd ia 


life, be sbowed greatentbusiasm . .., 


in the volunteer movement, baing 
for saveral yesra a Serzoant- ~ 
Major in tha Corps. All forms 
of sport also greatly appealed to 


“phim, and be was one of the first 


mamers ofthe Kowloon Bowling 
Green Cab. He ala0 took a daap- 
interest in boxing, whilat he wae 
oarticulat.y proud of the achieve- 
ments of his sons in the local 
swimming championships. 

For. the past two or three 
years, the late Mr. Logan bas 
been in indiffereat health, 
and recantly he was admitted 
to the French Convent Hos- 
pital, suffering fram a diseased 
foot. He was discharged- from 
sbat institution some few weeks 
ago, but his condition gradually 
became graver and those nearest 
him knew that the end was not 
far of. He leaves a widow, four 
soos and twodanughters, for whom 
general sympathy will be felt.

Wong Keung. By this means 
be bas considerably strecgthened 
bis own forces. He has since 
retired to Limchow City, where 
be made preparations to attack 
Hatnchow City, and it is row 
reported that his forces have 
entered this city, ‘after consider- 
able figbtinz. ‘ 
During the fast thrae weeks, the 
Pakhoi district has been under 
the control of bandit troops com- 
manded by the wife of Lo Hon- 
cho, a former bandit chief, who 
fost his Jife in -the fighting 
lagainst Rwangsi. The Pakboi 
‘people are very rouch afraid of 
these troocs; they have a bad 
‘record for looting, killicg’ and 
‘burning. Three days ago, for the 
safety of the town, a force of 
General Wong Ming-toag’s tracps 
mustered all the bandit tréops io 
the town and marched them ovt 
in frovt of them en route for 
Limchow City, but whetber they 
ever reached there is nat known. 
The following day, a force of 
these bandit troopr, said to be 
400 strong, gathered at Kotak, 
a place three miles to tha eas: of 
Pakboi. Their commecder. Mre. 
Le Hon-cho, came into Pakhoi 
and went to the Chamber of 
Commerce.and asked for funds 
and provisions for the support of 
her troops. If funds and pro 
visions were not supplied, she 
said ber men ad decided te foot 
the town. A sum of $1,000 and a 
xood supply of rice and provisions 
were immediately banded over to 
them when they entered thetawn. 
They then commandeered some 
40 janks and went afloat in the 
Harbour. A few troops still 


rémainin the town aod villages’ . 
{ rotting the office staff to look 


and at the moment these are the 
only protection the town has 
| These are a part of Csaneral Wong 
Miog-tong’s forces, but it appears 
he does not want them. ss they 
won't obey orders. 

The Istest news bere is that 
Geners) Wong Keung’s forces are 
pearing Pakboi by land from the 
east. Consequently _ General 
Wong Ming-tong bas withdrawn 
all bis forces trom Pakhoi, except 
the bandit troops. 

Since writiog the above, some 
hundreds of General Wong 
Keung’s troops bave entered Pak- 
hoi. Oshers have surrounded 
gome of the ontlying villages and 
rounded up numbers of the bandit 
troops, who have been terrifying 
villegd people. These 
latter were shot at sight: 

Other bandit treops are still 
afloat in the junks in the barboor, 
pending negotiations for -urren- 
cer or flight. a

thousand armed men under bis

Recent 

Tho strike of the workers in 
the Hanyang Arsenal, which was 
{allowed by the déstruction of tho 
plant, involving a logs af close to 
$6,000,000 when the Tuchaon sent 
troops to force. the strikers: to 
leave the buildings, bas araused 
a good deal of comment in the 
vernacular press. As is so fre- 
quently the case, tha “newa”™ 
reports of incidant are filled with 
editorial comment on the situa- 
tion; comment which indicates 
the increasing interest, being 
taken in China in tho relations 
between labour ‘and capital A. 
summary of these commant-filled 
teports follows: ‘ 

Inasmuch ag the labouring 
class coming to understand the 
so-called racredness of labour and 
the movéments of Iabour alliances 
in the West bave gradually found 
their way icto China, the workers 
in the country are waking up to 
the necessity of struggtiog for 
existence with the capitalists and 
militarisia. The recent strike 
jaf the Hanyang Arsenal is one of 
the most conspicuous examples. 
Tnstead of pacifying and persuad- 
ing the workers to resume their 
works as soon as possible, Tachap 
Hsiso Yao-nan of Hupeb has as- 
sumed to milttary ‘force to crush 
thom unsparingly. He has dis- 
patched trcops ta compel them to 
resuins.their work lately and asa 
result the plant of the Arsenal to 
the value of same six or seven 
million do!lars were destrayed ‘by 
the ignorant batinnocent workers.. 
The decisive attitude of the Mili- 
tary Government is backed to the 
two demenis presented by the 
working clasy to the effect that 
theic salaries sbalt b> remitted 
and increased and Admiral Tang 
Paians-ming shall be permitted 
trassume the Civil Governorsbip. 
In the eves of Fucbun Hsiao, the 
latter is absolutely political and 
is peremptorily not within the 
reach of the workers in case they 
are not instigated by the pro-

Are they to 
roam the streets all dey 7 These 
are pertinent queries, of which 
account must betaken.
